Wrth the drought now definitely broken over the greater part of the 
prairie provinces and prospects of a period of more abundant moisture 
apparently bright, the time appears to have arrived when further consider- 
ation might well be given to the advantages of a definite and well co-! 
ordinated program of tree planting throughout sparsely treed and tree 
denuded areas as a rehabilitation measure. 

It is noted, of course, that tree planting is included.as one of the items 
in the rehabilitation program outlined two or three years ago as part of the, 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation program but to date comparatively little has 
been heard of this item, attention so far having been mainly centred on the 
construction of dugouts, dams and minor irrigation projects. 

Undoubtedly tree planting will follow in many of the districts now being 
served or about to be served by recently constructed irrigation schemes 
as a matter of course, but there are still many areas and individual farms 
which for topographical and other reasons do not lend themselves to water- 
ing by feasible irrigation projects, but in these areas, also, there appears 
to be no reason now why tree planting should not be pushed ahead to the 
extent that available time and power permits.

Had the farm garden been a universal policy instead of being 
completely overlooked, or at best, in most cases, a haphazard venture, count- 
less millions in food costs during the past nine years could have been 
avoided. Every farmer can grow his own needs anywhere throughout the 
south country, and no objective short of this is good enough, and nothing 
but sound educational progress can achieve it. 

“At Piapot, on the main line of the C.P.R., in an area of nine failures 
of wheat, we visited a man who inside his walls of trees raised all his own 
needs this year—250 bushels of potatoes, all vegetables, many jars of small 
fruits, melons and even plums and apples. Every farmer in that area 
could have done the same had he a few years ago given the need of such! 
things proper consideration.”

It is too late, of course, to plant trees this year, but it is not yet 
too late to prepare soil for a shelter belt to be planted next year; indeed, 
this advance cultivation and preparation is a requisite to a succe 


sful plant- 
ing. This, as no doubt, most farmers know is stressed by the authorities 
of the Dominion Forestry farm who supply millions of trees free to farmers 
throughout the west every spring. 

Mortality among man-planted trees in the drought areas of the west 
has been high during the drought period, but, at the same time, it is sur- 
prising how many trees have, with some care and attention, withstood the 
ravages of a long period of dry weather. They have not made much top 
growth, it is true, but they have rooted deeper and deeper to reach the 
dwindling moisture reserves and now these trees are responding again to 
more copious precipitation. 

* * * 
Opportunity Again Here 

The experience of others demonstrates that the mortality of the drought 
years need not act as a deterrent to the planting of trees on the farm. On 
the contrary it goes to show that, even during a dry period, they are of im- 
mense benefit and with the drought now presumably broken it should afford 
every encouragement to the individual farmer to take active steps to provide 
at least for some of his needs in future years, by establishing a good shelter 
belt at the first opportunity his circumstances permit. 

It should further be pointed out that there are many farmers, even in 
the drought area, who had sufficient water to maintain a garden, if in earlier 
years they had provided the necessary shelter for vegetables and fruit. trees 
This omission can now be repaired in many cases and with the return of a 
period of greater precipitation it looks as if the time has arrived when trees

How The Language Crows 


Words Soon 


Coined By Inventors 
Come Into General Use 

The word “televisor” was coined 
by J. L. Baird in 1925 to describe 
apparatus for television and was reg- 
istered by him as a trade mark. On 
account, however, of the general 
adoption of the word in the United 
States and elsewhere to denote any 
kind of television apparatus, Baird 
Television, Ltd., has decided to aban- 
don its registration as a trade mark, 
so that in future there will be no re- 
striction upon the use of the word in 
connection with television. “Tele- 
visor’? may thus be used in future as 
freely as “telegraph” and = “‘tele- 
phone.” 

The word telegraph was first ap- 
plied by Chappe in France, in 1792, 
to his invention of the semaphore 
system of transmitting messages to a 
distance; and the word telephone was 
used by Sudre in 1828 for a system 
of signaling by musical sounds. It 
was employed in 1844 to describe a 
powerful wind instrument to convey 
signals at sea during foggy weather. 
Philipp Reis, in 1861, called his in- 
genious instrument a telephone, 
that he may be regarded as the in- 
ventor of the name of the modern in- 
strument. Alexander Graham _ Eell 
adopted the word in 1876 for his 
“Electrical Speaking Telephone.’’—

mash, Feed mixed mash morning and 
evening. At noon give chick - size 
grain including ‘a little cracked corn 
and whole wheat. During the morning 
throw in the pen whole leaves of cabb- 
age, lettuce or clover with the stems 
cut off. Add ten percent meat meal to 
the growing mash and also, if avail- 
able, five percent alfalfa meal. This 
should be leaf and blossom meal only 
and should be grown on good soil, to 
which has been added plenty of com- 
mercial free-flowing fertilizer, such as 
C-L-L fertilizers. Use of this fertilizer 
gives to the plant the minerals so vital 
to the growing chick, and, at the same 
time, increases the crop aud makes the 
green food much more succulent. A 
little oatmeal, or better, full-sized roll- 
ed oats, may now be given,

During the fifth to flifteenth days 
feed four times daily. Gradually de- 
crease the quantity of egg and in- 
crease greens and starter mash so that 
on the flifteenth day no egg is used. If 
eggs are plentiful they may be added 
beneficially for the first month, but 
they are not necessary. Put a pinch 
of tine chick-sized oyster shell in the 
mash, Never give the birds charcoal, 
It is useless for any poultry. Lime in 
the shell and contents of the mash will 
neutralize any acid condition, After 
the fourth day place a pinch of clean 
Coarse sand, 


From the fifteenth day buttermilk 
ov soured milk is beneficial tothe birds 
but should never be fed in metal con- 
tainers. Use porcelain or earthenware, 
Never give fresh milk or fresh skimm- 
ed milk, since these cause bowel 
troubles. A little skim milk cheese, 
cut up fine, is very beneficial and may 
be fed to birds at any time. 

From the fory-fith to maturity feed 
only twice daily, growing mash in the 
early morning and late evening and a 
little grain, such as wheat, rice (cheap 
broken vice is fine) cracked corn, and 
a little oatmeal at noon. Give plenty 
of greens. Add the meat meal alfalfa 
meal tothe growing mush, or give 
boiled meat. At any age, during wet 
weather a feed or two of boiled rice is 
beneficial, During very wet weather 
give the birds permanganate of potash 
in their drinking water twice weekly. 
The quantity should be sutiient to 
color the water faintly pink, Do not 
give too much, as the potash is an as- 
tringest and will cause digestive 
troubles. The permanganate treat« 
ment will often prevent colds, locse- 
ness of the bowels and diseases. From 
the forty-fifth day growing mash (dry) 
should always be before the birds, in 
a Weather- proof hopper, 


coarse sand in the mash. 
and later small gravel or chick-sized 
grit should be always available. It 
may be kept in a container in a corner 
of the pen. 

From the fifteenth to thirty-first 
days feed three times daily, morning, 
noon and night, Feed starter mash 
with greens, a little oyster shell and 
up to ten percent of good meat meal, 
such as Lay More or Big Sixty. If good 
commercial meat meals are not avail- 
able feed a little chopped-up boiled 
lean meat, once a day, preferably in 
the afternoon. Keep oyste: shell, grit 
and water before the birds at all times 
and all the greens they will eat, Feed 
mash to the birds on boards 12)x24" to 
the sides and ends of which are nailed 
laths extending about half an inch ab- 
ove the level of the board so as to pre- 
vent scratching food onto the greund, 
Leave the meal before the chicks tor 
about 45 minutes then throw what is 
left to the hens. Change water at least 
twice daily, at 10 A. M, and3P, M. 
Keep board clean by washing and dip: 
in two percent chloride of lime solut- 
ion. Shade water from the sun for sun 
heated water is dangerous for any 
poultry. 

From the thirty-first to forty-fifth 
days continue to feed three times daily 
Around the thirty-fiifth day the hen 
may be taken away. Gradually change 
from starter mash to growing mash 
but continue to feed the greens in the
